Strange as it may seem you 
won't find a tick in your bed though. 
The festiv tick nests rather in the 
jungle. 
When you 
go 
mountain 


climbing, or orchid hunting or but- 
:erfly chasing you'd better watch out 
for ticks for you're sure to be cov- 
ered with them. If you keep a watch 
on your wrist you'll find as many as 
sixty ticks a minute.

Brazil is the happy hunting ground

" are several bushels 


of jewelry with an aggregate value of 
>robably a quarter of a million dol- 
are that has been stolen the past 
few months from suburban homes in 
the vicinity of Boston and from the 
Summer homes in the fashionable col- 
onies along the North Shore. What 
las become of the vast amount 
of 


ewelry is as much of a mystery as 
s the identity of the thieves 
who 


stole it. All that is definitely known 
s that the cleverest thief-hunters o 
he big detective agencies as well as 
-he police of nearly all the New jfci 
and cities have been conducting a di 
gent hut fruitless search for soni 
lue that would lead to the recover 
f the stolen jewelry and the capture* 
f the thieves. Meanwhile the wea! 
hy residents of this section remai 
m a state of panic lest their home 
may be the next to be visited by th 
jewel thieves. 


What to the police is the most mys 


bfymg angle of the case is the fac 
that not the slightest clue has beei 
unearthed as to the whereabouts o 
any of the 
stolen jewelry. 
Tht 


amount and value of the loot are so 
great that to those experienced 
in 


such matters it appears almost incre- 
dible that it could have been disposct 
of without becoming known. Adver- 
tisements 
describing some of the 


stolen jewelry and offering a big re- 
ward ifor its recovery have been pub- 
lished in 
the 
newspapers. Every 


pawnshop within a radius of several 
hundred miles of Boston and 
even 


those in distant cities, have been gone 
through with » fine-tooth comb. Ev- 
ery known "fence" has been raided 
and hundreds of "stool pigeons" have 
been quizzed. But 
all has been in 
vain. 


The police are willing to admit thac 


the gang is one, of the "slickest" with 
which they have ever been called upon 
to deal. The thieves are believed to 
be of the automobile type, who ren- 
dezvoused in Boston or some more ris- 
tant city, motored to the place where 
the theft was committed 
made the 


break and then sped away. 
About 


the only basis for this theory, how- 
ever, lies in the fact that an automo- 
bile or some other conveyance would 
have been necessary in many 
cases 


to carry away the large quantity of 
silverware, jewelry and valuable bric- 
a-brac that was stolen.

In the late Summer and Fall the] 


thieves confined 
their 
operations 


largely to the fashionable 
places 


along the North 
Shore, including 


Essex, Marblehead,

With 
the 


close of the Summer homes by the 
wealthy residents the gang apparent- 
ly have shifted their operations 
to 


Boston suburbs, where several 
big 


breaks bearing 
the familiar 
ea- 


marks of their work have been report- 
ed recently. 


One of the biggest raids by the 


gang was at the Summer home of 
Samuel D. Warren, at Essex. 
Here 


jewelry and silverware to the valu" 
of $25,000 was taken. This job com- 
bined good luck and hard luck for 
the thieves, for, although they had 
little difficulty in entering the house 
and found the safe door 
unlocked, 


they overlooked 
several 
thousand 


dollars' worth of jewelry which was 
at their finger tips. However, 
the 


jewelry they obtained amply repaid 
them for their efforts. One of the 
most valuable pieces 
was a large 


first-class emerald, in old fashioned 
setting, surrounded with diamonds, on 
a little gold chain, which was valuer! 
at $12,000. A full description of this 
and other pieces of jewelry

from the Warren 
home, 
including 


many heirlooms of almost priceless 
value, has been sent broadcast over 
the country, but so far not the slight- 
est clue has been obtained as to the 
identity of the gang of thieves or their 
method of disposing of their loot.

The lead coat may 
be made by adding a small amount of 
turpentine and boiled oil in equal parts 
to ono pound of while lead. The mix- 
ture should be of a consistency to iiow 
freely, but not too freely.

but probably just as good results may 
te olitnlunl by the amateur with only 
the one coat, for, while it is possible 
Tor him to do n satisfactory job of 
painting, it naturally is not as good 
as can be done by t.lie expert, find with 
his inexperience the difference be- 
tween one and three coats will not be 
Oei:eeptible.

That the scarcity of pheasants in

of jewelry with an aggregate value of 
>robably a quarter of a million dol- 
are that has been stolen the past 
few months from suburban homes in 
the vicinity of Boston and from the 
Summer homes in the fashionable col- 
onies along the North Shore. What 
las become of the vast amount 
of 


ewelry is as much of a mystery as 
s the identity of the thieves 
who 


stole it. All that is definitely known 
s that the cleverest thief-hunters o 
he big detective agencies as well as 
-he police of nearly all the New jfci 
and cities have been conducting a di 
gent hut fruitless search for soni 
lue that would lead to the recover 
f the stolen jewelry and the capture* 
f the thieves. Meanwhile the wea! 
hy residents of this section remai 
m a state of panic lest their home 
may be the next to be visited by th 
jewel thieves. 


What to the police is the most mys 


bfymg angle of the case is the fac 
that not the slightest clue has beei 
unearthed as to the whereabouts o 
any of the 
stolen jewelry. 
Tht 


amount and value of the loot are so 
great that to those experienced 
in 


such matters it appears almost incre- 
dible that it could have been disposct 
of without becoming known. Adver- 
tisements 
describing some of the 


stolen jewelry and offering a big re- 
ward ifor its recovery have been pub- 
lished in 
the 
newspapers. Every 


pawnshop within a radius of several 
hundred miles of Boston and 
even 


those in distant cities, have been gone 
through with » fine-tooth comb. Ev- 
ery known "fence" has been raided 
and hundreds of "stool pigeons" have 
been quizzed. But 
all has been in 
vain. 


The police are willing to admit thac 


the gang is one, of the "slickest" with 
which they have ever been called upon 
to deal. The thieves are believed to 
be of the automobile type, who ren- 
dezvoused in Boston or some more ris- 
tant city, motored to the place where 
the theft was committed 
made the 


break and then sped away. 
About 


the only basis for this theory, how- 
ever, lies in the fact that an automo- 
bile or some other conveyance would 
have been necessary in many 
cases 


to carry away the large quantity of 
silverware, jewelry and valuable bric- 
a-brac that was stolen.

In the late Summer and Fall the] 


thieves confined 
their 
operations 


largely to the fashionable 
places 


along the North 
Shore, including 


Essex, Marblehead, 
Beverly, 
and 


Manchester-by-the-,sea. 
With 
the 


close of the Summer homes by the 
wealthy residents the gang apparent- 
ly have shifted their operations 
to 


Boston suburbs, where several 
big 


breaks bearing 
the familiar 
ea- 


marks of their work have been report- 
ed recently. 


One of the biggest raids by the 


gang was at the Summer home of 
Samuel D. Warren, at Essex. 
Here 


jewelry and silverware to the valu" 
of $25,000 was taken. This job com- 
bined good luck and hard luck for 
the thieves, for, although they had 
little difficulty in entering the house 
and found the safe door 
unlocked, 


they overlooked 
several 
thousand 


dollars' worth of jewelry which was 
at their finger tips. However, 
the 


jewelry they obtained amply repaid 
them for their efforts. One of the 
most valuable pieces 
was a large 


first-class emerald, in old fashioned 
setting, surrounded with diamonds, on 
a little gold chain, which was valuer! 
at $12,000. A full description of this 
and other pieces of jewelry 
stolen 


from the Warren 
home, 
including 


many heirlooms of almost priceless 
value, has been sent broadcast over 
the country, but so far not the slight- 
est clue has been obtained as to the 
identity of the gang of thieves or their 
method of disposing of their loot.
